We  waited  for  the  morning  after  we  had  one  too  many  cups  of  hot 
chocolate  to  write  this  column  because  of  what  we  had  to  say.  So  if  we 
sound  overly  pessimistic,  you’ll  know  why. 

If  has  come  to  our  attention  that  this  campus  is  already  slightly 
basketball  buggy.  The  varsity’s  workouts  are  avidly  watched  by  one  and 
all,  and  people  come  out  of  the  men’s  gym  raving  about  Hutchins,  Nelson, 
Minson,  and  all  the  other  boys  who’ll  wear  the  blue  and  white  this  year. 

The  result  is  a religious  fanticism  that  this  is  BYU’s  year  to  win 
national  honors.  The  conference  title  ? Why  that’s  cinched  isn  t it  ? 
We’re  very  sorry  to  say  that  it  isn’t. 

The  Cougars  finished  fourth  last  year  if  you’ll  stop  to  remember. 
From  that  fourth  place  club  we  lost  Randy  Clark,  a great  playmaker, 
Joe  Weight,  a hot-shooting  forward,  and  Clark  Greenhalgh,  a better 
than  average  center. 

To  offset  these  losses,  the  Cats  gained  the  services  of  Mel  Hutchins, 
much-improved,  and  that  of  a few  transfers  and  frosh.  The  make-up 
of  the  squad  was  still  undetermined  as  of  this  writing.  So  as  far  as  we 
can  see,  on  paper  the  Cats  do  not  look  better  than  last  year.  To  ask 
Hutchins,  or  Nelson,  or  Minson,  or  any  of  the  other  boys  to  pick  up  the 
slack  caused  by  the  departure  of  the  three  lettermen  is  asking  a great 
deal.  . 

Turning  to  the  other  conference  teams,  we  still  do  not  see  a basis 
for  optimism.

Colorado  A & M,  headed  by  Ben  Allen  and  a fine  bunch  of  juniors, 
is  due  to  improve  on  its  record  of  last  year.  And  Wyoming  lost  just 
Peyton  and  Livingstone  from  last  year’s  championship  squad.
